It may be possible that we 
will never fully realize the worth 
and value of the precious blood 
of Jesus until we are changed 
into His likeness. But whether 
we arrive at a full realization of 
the matter in this life or not we 
know our salvation has been pur- 
chased hy its merit. 

The writers of the Bible seem 
to bestow special honor on the 
Blood of Jesus, but of all the 
endearing terms that are used in 
connection with it, 1 believe the 
one given by Peter surpasses 
them all; among other things he 
says, ‘“‘Ye were not redeemed 
with corruptible things, as silver 
or gold, from your vain conver- 
sation received by tradition from 
your fathers: But with the pre- 
cious blood of Ohrist, as of a 
lamb without blemish and with- 
out spot.’ (1 Peter 1:18,19.) 

It seems that Peter must have 
known something of its value or 
he would not have used the word 
‘precious’? in connection with, 
it. When the word ‘precious’? 
is used we understand it de- 
scribes something of great value. ; 
Gold and silver are designated | 
as precious metals. Diamonds 
and amethysts are mentioned:as 
precious stones. Children are 
sometimes called ‘precious darl- 
ings.” The word means, ‘Of 
great price or value; costly; 
highly esteemed.” 





With this as a definition then 
we conclude that Peter valued 
the blood very highly when he 
said, ‘precious blood.”? It would 
not. have seemed so strong if he 
had merely said, ‘‘redeemed with 
the biood.”? But Peter has em- 
phasized its worth by the use of 
the extra word, therefore we 
conclude that we should also be- 
stow abundant honors upon this 
blessed and ever precious blood. 

In connection with his subject, 
Peter uses the names of the pre- 
cious metals and declares, that, 
although silver and gold may be 
precious or of high value, they 
could not redeem us from our 
vain conversation, but the pre- 
cious blood: of Christ could do 
it. —_ 

Another thing that is notice- 
able about this’ is, that, Peter 
recognizes the fact that this pre- 
cious blood is not corruptible. In 
his comparison he shows that 
silver and gold may be subject 
to decay, but the precious blood 
of Christ cannot be corrupted. . 1t 
remains ever the same, and on 
this account it is precious. 
When it is remembered that sil- 
ver and gold are enduring sub- 
stances and will hardly decay at 
all, and the precious blood of 
Jesus is more than these in that 
respect, it causes one to have 
more reverence for this ever 
enduring substance than other- 
wise.
